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HAY'S ARMY BILL 
FAILS TO OBTAIN 
TROOPS NEEDED 


Recrulting Offices Are Ordered 
Closed Because of Small 
Results and Expense, 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Spectal.}— 
The first intimation of the failure of the 
Hay army reorganization act was seen 
today in the statement of the war de- 
partment that department commanders 
had been instructed to discontinue na- 
tional guard recruiting stations where it 
was evident that the results obtained 
were not justified by the work done. 
Army officers were frank to say that 
thie order is caused by the failure of 
the department to obtain recruits under 
the Hay act. In no state in the union 
has recruiting been up to standard, and 
im some of the states the cost has been 
tremendous. For instance, in New York 
last month it cost $25,000 to obtain 325 
recruits, an average of $80 per recruit. 
| The cost of obtaining recruits is as high 
in many other states, including Illinois 
and other middle western states. where 
recruiting campaigns have been @ fai- 


lure. 
on Illinois Men. 

Under the Hay act Illinois must. have 
200 men in the ational guard next 
year for each congressman and senator 
from the state, twenty-nine in all. This 

number must be increased annually un- 
til at the end of five years the state 
must have 600 nationa) guardsmen for 
each of the twenty-nine congressmen 
and senators, or 17,400 men. How this 
number ts to be obtained in Ilinols and 
proportional numbers in other states, 
army officers do not see. 

There is hardly a state in the union 
which will not have to doubte or treble 
its present number of national guards- 
men to meet the requirements of the 
Hay bill. 


i Seek to Amend Act.

Phil Sheridan His Patient. 

Among his patients were many famous 
personages. of both thie country and 
Europe. One of his closest friends and 
patients was Gen. Phil Sheridan. A year 
ago Dr. Haskell retired after an inter- 
national lecture tour, in the course of 
which he appeared before clinics in’ 
Berlin, Vienna, and Paris. During his 


long life he lectured before many Amer- | 


ican universities. 


Dr. Haskell was the recipient of many 


degrees and awards for his proficiency | 
in dental surgery. The award he most 
valued was a gold loving cup presented | 
to him on the golden ann!versary of his | 
entrance to the profession by the den- 
tists of Paris. 

Head of American Congress. 

In 1915 he was ciected the honorary 
president of the American dental con- 
gress at their annual convention in San 
Francisco. For many years he main- 
tained an office in the Powers bullding 
at 37 South Wabash avenue. 

Dr. Haskell is surviveu by his only 
daughter, Mrs. Wifiam T. Barr of La 
Grange, with whom he had lived for 
many years. The funeral will be to- 
morrow afternoon in Hinsdale, services 
at the Congregational! church.

Washington, dD. GC, Oct. 7 —{Special. } 
—Postinaster Genera! Burieson is plan- 
ning to tnstitute a in the post- 
office to save ex it Became known 
today. The plan, if adopted, wil! put an 
end to the surting of mails on trains 
entering large cities on Saturday night 
and Sunday. The question is whether 
business concerns and others will submit 
to the delay in distribution which the 
proposed reform entails. , 

The attitude of those favoring the re- 
form is that the government mall serv- 
fee is just a corporation serving the 
public at the least possible expense with- 


served. -If adopted, the plan will put 
the sorting of the mails tnto the separate 
postoffices, bringing about a considerable 
| delay in distribution on Sunday ant de- 
livery on Monday. 


Economy Means Inconvenience. 

Thia wiil inconvenience the public, but 
also will save money, as the railway 
mail clerks, who now do the sorting, 
ere higher paid than ‘the postoffice 
clerks, who will do the work in case the 
reform is adopted. 

For some time the government has been 
gradually cutting off the sorting of mails 
on the trains bringing in lighter loads, 
and this work has been piled on the 
, local postoffices until the local superin- 
tendents of delivery have protested that 
they have reached the timit of endur- 
, ance. The delay involved in this gradual! 
introduction of the plan has not been 
generally noticed. 


&t. Louis to Make Protest. 

If the reform is tried on the trains 
coming in from larger cities, the delay 
will be noticeable.

Baundby deos not accept the statements 
ae to the longevity of the Bulgarians In 
their entirety, He says: “ There are 


ng means of determining with certainty | 


the age of the people in Bulgaria.” The 
opinions of men who have investigated 
longevity do not sustain the idea that 
the Irish are longer lived than any other 
people. : 
When compared with the people 
England, Scotland, and Wales the peo- 
ple of Ireland are long lived, as the fig- 
ures already quoted indicate. In 1910 
sixty-five persons over 100 years of age 
died in England and Wales. Compare 
this with the 123 deaths in a year of 


population @f Ireland. ' 
Or note.this comparison: In Bngland 
and Wales, for each million population 
there were 45 centenarians, as com- 
pared with 9.1 in Scotland and 110.4 in 
Ireland. ; 
A closer analysis shows that, as com- 
pared with the Scotch and English, the 
Irish baby hag a somewhat high death 
rate. Between infancy and 56 years of 
age the death rates are nearly equal. 
Between 65 and 85 the Irishman has a 
very little advantage. If the Irishman 
can get by 85 his chance of reaching 105 
ig much better than that of the Scotch-~ 
man or Englishman whe is competing 
r the same goal. 

The conclusion is that the Irishman is 
naturally longer lived than the English- 
men, Scotchman, er German, but that 
Me ig not so long lived as the Sevede, 
Norwegian, Dane, Buigarian, or the 
Greek. However, the proportion of the 
people who reach 100 in even the coun- 
triee where the people are most long 
lived is so very small as to make the 
matter of no importance.

Authors have appeared from every 
conceivable vocation, even from every 
other phase of sea life, but William Mc-
